WOMEN CRAZED 
MEN IN PANIC 


Harrowing Details of the 


Alapaha Disaster. 


H. A. Longshore Gives Graphic 
Description of the Wreck, 
Telling of the Heroism of 
Two Passengers and Marvel- 
lous Escape of the Engineer. 


Harrowing details of the wreck 
which ditched the “Dixie Flyer” at Al- 
apaha early Saturday morning have 
been brought to the city by H. A. 
Longshore, an-Atlantan, who was on 
the ground within a short time &fter 
the wreck had occurred. Mr. Long- 
shore reached the city Sunday morn- 
ing, the first actual witness of the 
wreck to appear in Atlanta. - 

“I have seen a number of railroad 
wrecks,” said Mr. Longshore, “but this 
was the most horrible sight I was 
ever called upon to witness. I hope 
I shall never again see depicted the 
misery and suffering and despair I 
found all around me the moment I 
reached the scene, which was in a short 
time after the wreck occurred.. 

Had te Hold Women. 

“Everywhere were women crying and 
screaming and praying... Many of them 
had husbands or other relatives still 
pinned under the wreck dead or alive, 
and in many instances it was found 
necessary to place a burly negro on 
elther side of them to prevent their 
rushing’ under the wreck which was 
in danger of falling. 

“The majority of the men were little, 
if any, more collected than the women. 
They were running everywhere as 
though crazed, calling loudly for their 
lov ones or acquaintances, too panic- 
stricken to be of any material assist- 
ance in getting’ those pinned under 
the wreck out.. 

“There were two notable exceptions 
to this, however. I have forgot the 
names of the two men, if I ever knew 
them, but there were two who did 
noble work in their efforts not only 
to rescue the hapless victims, but to 
alleviate the suffering as much as pos- 
sible. I think one man’s name was 
Wooten. He was from Chicago. The 
other fellow was from Louisville, and 
both displayed remarkable courage un- 
der the trying circumstances. 

Engineer’s Miraculous Escape. 

“I talked to Engineer Green, who ex- 
pressed the belief that it was only an 
att of Providence that he was not 
killed. He states that when the driv- 
ing rod broke, the negro fireman had 
just climbed into his seat after filling 
the engine with coal. The break oc- 
curred on the fireman’s side of the 
engine, and as the rod crashed 
through the air the first time, it struck 
the fireman’s head and shoulder hurl- 
ing him headlong from the cab. 

“The engineer made a grab for his 
air-brake lever, but before he had time 
to use it, he, too, was thrown head- 
long through his own window. As he 
was passing out, however, he managed 
to grab the window sill with his left 
hand and here he hung while the en- 
gine continued its wild flight over the 
trestle. When this was crossed he re- 
leased his hold and dropped in safety 
to the ground. 

“Engineer Green said that he be- 
lieved his escape an act of Providence 
His engine was reeling from side to 
side of the trestle, he sald, and he 
thought every moment it would fall 
his way ang crush him under it. In 
the short seconds he was hanging by 
one hand, he offered up a prayer for 
his life to be spared, and he believes 
his escape’ came in answer to this 
prayer. 

, Great Timbers Cut. . 

“The terrific force with which the 
broken driving rod was being hurled 
through the air may be judged when 
I tell you that I myself saw the end 
of a beam 12 inches square, which was 
broken squarely off by one blow of 
the terrible flail, as it whirled wildly 
about the moving engine. In another 
instance, the rod struck the four large 
supports under one of these cross 
pieces and literally demolished the tops 
of all four. 

“The trestle, which is quite a long 
ome, was literally torn to pieces from 
the point where the driving rod broke. 
It is almost impossible to see how so 
much damage might have been dose 
by @ rod so small in comparison, no 
mattér with what speed it was revolv- 
ing.

New York, March 26.—What will go 
down in history as the fire disaster of 
Washington Square entered upon its 
aftermath today, with 82 of nearly 1560 
victims identified. The official death 
list has been lessened rather than in- 
creased. 

Revised count shows 141 dead ton 
night, with 12 women and giris at 
death’s door in the hospitals. All told, 
150 will perhaps conservatively cover 
the casualties when those whose hor- 
rible hurts and burns seem fatal shall 
have joined their fellow workers now 
in pine coffins in the morgue, 

Careful counting still rates the fem- 
inine victims, young and old, at ap- 
proximately ten to every one masculine. 
Broadly speaking, they were Israelites 
and Italians, living either on the East 
Side or in a small Italian quarter near 
the scene of the fire. 

Nearly all of the dead were under 
thirty ears of age, the large major- 
ity between 17 and 22. Many were 
Only 16 ana a few 15 years old. 

Investigating the Disaster. 

With all the dead removed from the 
building, the coroner began an investi- 
gation into the disaster—oneé of several 
inquiries which could be conducted by 
city departments—aided by agents 
from the district attorney's office. 

An inquest will be held, and its re- 
sult will be placed before the grand 
jury. Many grand jurymen visited: the 
scene, and District Attorney Whitman 
announced that those responsible for 
the loss of life would be rigorously 
prosecuted. On Thursday night a mass 
meeting will be held in Cooper Union 
to agitate for more adequate protec- 
tion of so-called fire-proof buildings. 

The United Hebrew Charities and the 
Hebrew Free Burial Societies announced 
tonight that they were ‘Teady to relieve 
any distress caused by the fire. The 
Independent Order of B’Nai B’Rith has 
opened a subscription fund throughout 
New York, Massachusetts, Connecticut, 
Rhode Island and a portion of Canada 
for the sufferers. Directors of the 
Metropolitan Opera house have offered 
the building free for a benefit perform- 
ance. 

Fire Regulations Not Regarded, 

Dr. George M. Price, chairman of an 
investigation committee appointed by 
the Cloak, Suit and Shirt Industry of 
New York, last September to ascér- 
tain and remedy unsanitary conditions 
affecting members of that union, gave 
out tonight a statement with a long 
list of factory buildings which he says 
fail to comply with fire regulations. 

“What was expected has happened,” 
says the statement. “Those who knew 
of the flimsy fire protectiom in the loft 
buildings of New York long ago pre- 
dicted such a disaster as occurred in 
Washington Place.

200,000 Persons Viewed Corpses. 

Two hundred thousand persons, the 
Police estimate, fileqg in a serpentine 
line to the plier from the opening of 
the improvised morgue at 1 o'clock 
this morning until late tonight. At 
times the line extended beyond 
Twenty-third street, four blocks away, 
@nd tens of thousands of persons, im- 
Pelled by morbid curiosity, were turn- 
@d away by the police. 

Nearly a hundred coffins lay in a 
long row upon the pier, awaiting re- 
moval or identification of the charred 
bodies they contained. Forty human 
forms, so burned, biackeneg and dis- 
torted that they cannot be recognized, 
lay covered by white canvas in plain 
pine coffins, apart from those less 
badly mangled. Unless they are iden- 
tified by the trinkets and jewolry 
found on their blackened limbs they 
will fill a single grave of unknown 
dead. ’ ' 

Little Girl Identified By Ring. 
. A wignet ring found clinging to a 
shred of flesh on a little girl's finger, 
made identification possible where all 
Other means would have failed. A 
man who had stood in line six hours 
Wandered aimlessly among the bodies 
seeking his missing daughters until 
with a groan he identified a heap of 


charred clothing as their garments 


He collapsed and sought to kill him- 
self, but the police prevented him, and 
he continued the search for his wife, 
also missing. 

A pale girl bent over a misshapen 
masse long and douwbtingly. Then, with 
@ final effort, she grasped a hand 
which protruded from beneath the 
canves and with a shriek collapsed. 
The biackened mass, she sobbed, had 
been her sweetheart, to whom she had 
become engaged the night before the 
Gisaster. A ring on his finger told her 
of his identity. She asked if the dead 
man had had a watcu. They brought 
it to her; she opened it and gazed on 
her own features. 

Twenty Sicilian women became hys- 
terical upon recognizing their kin in 
the pine coffins. A man whose face 
was marked by a sear of flame, found 
hig brother among the dead. The two 
had worked side by side pouring water 
On the fire. 

Identifies by Engagement Hing. 

A ‘cutter identified his dead sweet- 
heart by their engagement ring and 
her purse. It contained her week's 
wages, $3. 

The bodies of two sisters, horribly 
mangled, sat propped up in their cof- 
fing while a sobbing brother left them 
to search for his aged mother who, 

, had perished. The fire had left 
him without a relative. 

Picked up by a fireman on the 
eighth floor, a blackened hand till 
clenched a pitiful purse in its grip. 
They pried the fingers away and re- 
leased the bag. It contained a small 
sum of money, keys and a receipt made 
out to A. & Cimmella. A young men 
found his sweetheart burned and 
blackened and fel! across the coffin in 
a faint. 

Sobbing women became so hysterical 
that an improvised hospital ward was 
fitted up on the pier manned by nurses 
frem Belleview hospital. Hysteria ran 
riot, and nurses were busy tending 
those who collapsed. All day there 
rumbled a steady stream of dead wag- 
ous along the approach to :he pier tak- 
ing away those that had been claimed. 
The air went stale with an odor of 
burnt flesh. For a time the pier was 
cleared. During the brief recess,

NG SCENES 
INCIDENT TO WRECK OF FLYER 


Waycross, Ga., March 26.—(Special.) 
After remaining at the scene of the 
fatal wreck of the Dixie Flyer Satur- 
day on the Alapaha river trestle until 
the body of her flancee was recovered 
from the telescoped Pullman, and after 
identifying the remains by a signet 
ring on a finger, Miss Elizabeth Ship- 
pey came to Waycross today to await 
news from friends at Kissimmee, Fla., 
where she would have gone with her 
|husband, John T. Watson, of Wiscon- 
sin, after marriage in Jacksonville. 

Miss Shippey kep@ her identity from 
becoming “known until some hours 
after the wreck, but insisted all the 
time that rescuers get to the Pullman 
in which Watson was known to be. 

She kept up wonderfully under the 
strain, and not once has she broken 
down. She describes the wreck as a 
deafening crash, then a sickening con- 
tinuance of crashes for a few moments 
and a deathly stillness. 

Miss. Shippey and Mr. Watson were 
to marry in Jacksonville, this point 
having been agreed upon after they 
had started from their respective 
homes, Miss Shippey from California, 
Mr. Watson from Wisconsin. 

Miss Shippey is an attractive young 
lady, with most winsome manners. In 
her bereavement she had the heart- 
felt sympathy of the railroad men gath- 
ered at the wreck, all of whom did 
everything they could to hasten the 
recovery of her lover. 

Injured Improving. 

The injured brought to the Coast 
Line’s general hospital here are get- 
ting along splendidly and, with few 
exceptions, will be all discharged 
within a few days. 

W. D. Fletcher, of Tampa, recently 
of Chicago, was the first injured pas- 
senger to leave the hospital, going to 
Tampa today with the remains of his 
wife, who was killed instantly. This 
death is one of the saddest caused by 
the wreck, as Mrs. Fletcher had mar- 
ried Mr. Fletcher only three days ago. 
Fletcher has his left arm and shoulder 
broken. ~ 

The remains of Conductor C. J. Par- 
nell, of Savannah; J. P. Woodward, of 
Jacksonville; A. F. Baumwart, a pas- 
senger from Henderson, Ky., and the 
negro fireman and porter were taken 
from an undertaking establishment 
here ‘today for burial at the points 
designated. No arrangements for the 
burial of J. T. -Watson have been 
made. 

J. M. Powell, baggagemaster of the 
Dixie Flyer, was pined for four houss 
under timbers, hanging by his arm 


while his rescuers were working to 
release him. He was face downward, 
but. could raise his heag sufficiently to 
drink water, and was given hypo- 
dermics by physicians to sustain him. 

He refused to give his home address, 
because his wife is in delicate health, 
and hé& feared the result of the shock. 
His home is thoyght to be in Atlanta. 

Bride Killed Beside Husband. 

None of the other injured are thought 
to be in danger. The worst hurt is 
W. D. Pletcher, of Tampa, Fla., who 
has his arm broken and shoulder dis- 
located. Fletcher was married in 
Roland, Ill, three days ago, and was 
on his way home with his bride. She 
was killed in the berth beside him. 

All night, in a driving rain, the 
wrecking crews worked, and all day 
today in a steady downpour. The 
bridge. will not be ready for trains be- 
fore late tomorrow, if not Tuesday. 

The body of W. W. Culpepper, of 
Tifton,. was carried to Moultrie for 
burial today. 

The bridge was a new one, and the 
track recently laid with 80-pound rails. 
With each revolution of the broken 
axle the timbers of the bridge and the 
piling were cut as with a giant knife. 
Had the accident occurred on land 
probably not a life would have been 
lost. 

Through trains are routed via Val- 
dosta and Waycross. Local work is 
done by trains on either side of the 
wreck. 

The body of John T. Watson, of 
Landa, Wis., was the last one recov- 
ered last night. His affiance, Miss 
Shippey, of California, who had watch- 
ed the efforts of the rescuers all day, 
accompanied it to Waycross, where it 
will be prepared for shipment home. 

W. E. Francis Not’ Dead. 

Waycross, Ga., March 26.—Injured, 
but not dea@, as was stated in some 
reports from the scene of the Dixie 
Flyer wreck yesterday, W. BE. Francis, 
of LIllinois, came here today and re- 
quested that the Atlantic Coast Line 
officials deny that he was killed. He 
is not seriously hurt. An additional 
force of men was sent to the scene 
of the wreck today, and it is expected 
here that the road will be open. to- 
morrow at noon.

There was more than $4,500 in cash 
in the pockets and purses of the dead.

BUSINESS BL 
SHE IN SOUTH 


Country Is Undergoing 


Mercantile Liquidation. 


In the South, However, Busi- 
ness Shows \Little Diminution. 
Stock Market Is Duller Than 
7 Bay Been Since March, 


New York, March 26.—To find a par- 
allel for the extreme dullness of the 
stock market last week it is necessary 
to go back to March of 1904, when 
speculation wag reduced to a minimum 
while the market was awaiting the 
decision in the Northern Securities 
case. Never since that time had trad- 
ing fallen to a daily average in the 
neighborhood of 200,000 shares. 

Various facts and figures at hand 
confirm the fast increasing impression 
that the country is now undergoing 
slow but certain mercantile liquida- 
tion. This is apparent in all sections 
except the south, where business in 
many lines shows little diminution. 
Advices from the more important in- 
dustrial centers, especially in regard 
to textiles, denote the caution shown 
by large jobbers and distributors, while 
the last fortnight has witnessed a fall- 
ing off in orders for finished product 
in steel and iron. Further evidence of 
the movement in almost all branches 
of trade is found in the steady decline 
in bank clearings throughout almost 
the entire country. 

Monetary Show of Animation. 


There was a monetary show ani- 
mation in the securities market Mon- 
day when it became known that the 
supreme court had adjoyrned for two 
weeks without handing down the de- 
cisions in the anti-trust cases. It was 
thought that advantage would be 
taken of the brief respite from the in- 
fluence of this uncertainty to under- 
take a speculative movement. The 
supposition was dispelled the follow- 
ing day, when not the slightest; re- 
sponse came from outside circles 
to the tentative effort of the board 
room element to inaugurate such a 
movement. Opinion is quite common 
in the financial district that steps in- 
tended to anticipate the supreme 
court’s decisions, in the stock market 
at least, have been completed. For 
this reason other causes for the 
lethargy of speculation are sought. 

April Money Settlements. 

Some traditional caution develops in 
speculation with the approach of the 
period of April money settlements. 
The banking .position remains so 
strong, however, that no symptoms of 
money market strain is found. It is 
rather the signs of trade retrogression 
that may help to account for the halt 
in stock market speculation. The res- 
ignation of the cabinet served to draw 
attention more closely to the crisis in 
Mexico, and emphasizes the determina- 
tion to proceed with caution. There is 
also much uncertainty over the scope 
of the activities of the new congress 
which is so soon to assemble.

A WAITRESS 


Berlin, March 26.—Feudal Europe 
offers scanty chances to the aspiring 
and ambitious to rise in the world. 
Still there are exceptions. Today, for 
instance, Berlinerg read in their news- 
papers that: “The Baroness Bela Scho- 
enberger, born Rosa Wallenstein, has 
been married to Hugo Benzel zu 
Sternau und Hohenau, count of the 
empire.” This transformation of Rosa 
Wallenstein into Countess Sternau und 
Hohenau is the latest incident in an 
altogether amazing career—a career 
which began as cafe waitress, culmi- 
nated as mother of an archduke’s child 
and spy on an imperial court and has 
now efforesced*in the almost unattain- 
able ranks of Europe’s blue-blooded 
aristocracy. 

It is 30 years since the wife of a 
certain petty wine seller in Hungarian 


Szegszard bore to him a particularly 
vivacious black-eyed baby. This was 
Rosa Wallenstein. At the age of 10 
little Rosa had developed a wild Hun-, 
garian temper and at the age of 15 she, 
shone with such transcendent beauty 
that for love of her two Szegszard 
peasants stuck knives in one another's 
thoats. Papa Wallenstein disliked 
blood being shed into his wine casks. 
It spoiled the bouquet. So he packed 
his fascinating Rosa off to a petty 
town in south Hungary and made her 
waitress tn a cafe. When a rich pat- 
ron of the cafe tried to take liberties 
with Rosa she drew a knife and re- 
minded him: “I am meant for your 
betters.” 

Rosa's eyes burned up the whole 
locality and when “the better’ came 
in the shape of Archduke Otho of 
Austria, her-eyes burned up him. Otho, 
then married and with children, had 
come to Hungary with maneuvering 
treops. He expected to stay a week. 
The black-eyed waitress inspired him 
with one of those frenetic passions 
which surge periodically through 
Habsburg blodd. He stayed in Hun- 
gary a month. When Otho next ap- 
peared in Vienna, he was bound hand 
and foot to Rosa. She bore him a little 
girl. The romance was brief. Shortly 
afterwards the archduke died—as peo- 
ple said of love—and he left her in 
his will the sum of $4,000,000 or 20,- 
000,000 kronen in Austrian gold. 

Rosa was rich now in money and 
smiles, and she aspired to politics. She 
played a role in certain Vienna sa- 
lons, and her black eyes gained her 
a sort o- illicit entree at the Hofburg. 
What people were saying and doing at 
the Hofburg she knew better than 
Franz Josef hiniself. This made her 
a@ power. The immemorial crisis be- 
tween Alistria and Hungary was then 
in one of its bad fits. Geza Polonyl, 

ngarian minister of justice, had the 
billiant idea to use Rosa as spy. He 
offered her a large sum if she would 
write him letters reporting what the 
Hofburg was thinking and saying 
about Hungary. Rosa agreed. She 
developed into a first-class politica! 
spy. This game was brief. When the 
revelations came, Minister Geza Pol- 
onyi got into such boiling water that 
he had to resign his post. 

The Affaire Polonyi! made Rosa’s 
reputation international. Her vanity 
was appeased, and as she had much 
money she could afford to live for 
love. She fell in love With-the dt- 
rector of an important bank, and threw 
him over, in order to fall in love with 
the son of a secretary of state. The 
latter was so far Rosa's only real love. 
So she affirmed, and she quickly proved 
it. For when her young lover turned 
cold, ¢he ambushed him, and put a 
pair of rovolver bullets into his faith- 
less body. 

Rosa's pretty name was again in the 
newspapers. She was condemned to 
eight monthsin jail. But thecourt in- 
fluences which had protected her so 
far—and also it is said the efforts 
of Geza Polonyi—secured her a pardon. 
Rosa, however, was not content with 
her position, and decided that a hus- 
band was needed to restore her to 
her place in Austrian society. She 
wedded, therefore, Baron Bela Schoen- 
berger. Schoenberger was the son of 
the famous lieutenant field marshal. 
He had been expelled from his regi- 
ment for debts. He was to give, it 
was contracted, his baronial name to 
Rosa. but the wedded pair were to live 
apart, he in a flat in Budapest, she 
in her palace in the Johann Strauss 
Gasse.

And the baron- 
ess herself fell in love for the last 
time—up to date. 

The happy man this time is Hugo 
Alexander Benzel zu Sternau und 
Hohenau, count of the empire, and rep- 
resentative of one of central Europe's 
most famous lines. The acquaintance 
came {at a fortunate time for the 
count. It began in a Swiss valley. 
The count was up to his neck in un- 
paid bills, and angry creditors in 
Zurich and Lucerne were thirsting 
for his blood.

BATTLESHIPS TO SHOOT 
AT BIG CANVAS TARGETS 


Six Warships Leave Norfolk 
for the Southern Drill 


Grounds. 


Norfolk, Va., Maroh 26.—Six pbattle- 
ships, including the New Hampshire, 
whose 12-inch @un destroyed the old 
battleship Texas, off Tangier’s Island 
last week, went out to sea today 
and tomorrow will begin firing at 
fargets off the southern drill grounds. 

Preceding the battleships to sea, 
the Leonidas went out towing targets 
that were constructed at the Norfolk 
navy yard, and which will be riddled 
by the deadly aim of American gun- 
ners during the target shooting out- 
side the capes. 

The targets, made of canvas, sup- 
ported by wooden masts on a raft-like 
float, will be kept moving before the 
guns of the battleship by the Leon- 
idas, which vessel will have tnem in 
tow. Some of the tergets are 800 
feet long. 

On the canvas is painted outlines of 
a ship and the gunners are expected 
to pick out vital spots and riddle 
“her” with a shot. For the best reo- 
ord made during these tests the gov- 
ernment will award prize money and 
to the gun crew making the best rec- 
ord of all ships will go the title of 
being the best shots in the navy. 

Five other ships that were in the 
roads last night were expected to 
weigh anchor tomorrow morning and 
proceed to sea to take part in the 
shooting. 


Madness in Animals. 

(Dr. F. C. Walsh, tn the April Forum.) 

Of all domestic animals, our friend 
the dog is oftenest afflicted with mad- 
ness, and, therefore, the most to be 
feared and safeguarded,against. He 
commits enough serious and fatal rav- 
ages, in the aggregate, to warrant 
the most careful watching. In Paris, 
France, of a list of 1,903 of all kinds 
of animals which had bitten people, 
and wh were suspected of being af- 
flicted with rabies, there were as many 
as 838 dogs: of the remeining animals 
in this official Mst, there were 247 
horses, six cats and seven others of 
the various domestic animals. It will 
be seen from this that the dog is not 
the only offender, though he leads all 
others by a large plurality. In Prus- 
sia, that country of statistical delight, 
there are numerous instances, officially 
listed, of bites from rabid cattle, and 
even from that mildest of animals, or- 
dinarily, the deer. As regards Russia, 
one would naturally suppose that 
wolves would figure largely as a 
source of danger In biting other ani- 
mals and man. Russian statistics sub- 
stantiate the correctness of this sup- 
position. In our OWn country, as any 
western ranchman will verify, the dep- 
redations of rabid wolves among colts 
and young cattle afford a noticeable 
number of instances as a cause of 
death. It is of interest to note that 
young colts seem to be especially sus- 
ceptible to the poisonous effects of 
wolf bites, probably. because there is 
some element lacking tn their blood, 
from which the blood itself forms an 
antidote to the poison. which is na- 
ture’s own defense against this and 
all other diseases of an infectious char- 
acter.

IS SPENDING 


AS MUCH AS $270 TO COLLECT $1 


Washington, March 326.—One of the 
next steps in the rehabilitation of the 
customs service probably will be a re- 
adjustment of the collection districts. 
There are now 160 of these in the 
United States and its island possessions, 
and one-quarter of that number do not 
collect enough revenue to pay their own 
expenses. 

Treasury records show that while the 
customs in 1910 produced $383,881,153— 
nearly half the government’s total in- 
come from all sources—41 of the 160 
collection districts were losing proposi-

tions. At least 10 of the 41 were a dead 
loss. Only two of them cleared a ship, 
entries of merchandise were made at 
only two others, but none of the 10 
collected a penny. Their expenses 
ranged from $12 to $1,070 for the year.

Last of the Old Political Czars. 

(From The Old Political Czar, by Roy 
Crandall in March National Month- 
ly.) 


The death of this blind old giant,, 


General Brayton, at Watch Hill, on 
September 24, really marks the passing 
of the least of the great political lungs 
j of the knock-down-and-drag-out 
school, for Brayton ruled by any meth- 
od that he deemed most expeditious, 
and he ruled long and with few set- 
backs. One came a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago when the late Chief Justice 
Bradley, of Rhode Island’s supreme 
court; Samuel Honey, who was a4 
prominent democrat from Newport; 
‘the late Charles George, Frarx A. 
Crandall and a number of other men 
combined in a fight on Braytonism, and 
with the aid of a number of good 
speakers and a vigorous attack 
through a then powerful paper, un- 
horsed Brayton and elected John 
Davis governor, Samuel Honey Heuten- 
ant governor, and sent a number of 
strong men to the legislature. 

Brayton smiled a grim smile and 
then forced his senate to elect him 
chief of the state police, a post which 
he used with brutal power to pay off 
political grudges. 

And then he came into power again, 
and never lost it until death came. He 
lived to be 70, and died only after 
shattering a hip by falling. And of the 
last hal¢g of that long life he was so 
absolutely the political dictator of his 
small state, that he came to regard it 
and everything in it as personal pos- 
sessions. And yet he died compara- 
tively poor, though he handled vast 
sums of money, for he was the publicly 
avowed agent of anything or anybody 
who wanted legislation either passad 
or suppressed. He handled all of the 
campaign funds without the aid of a 
eashier or a bookKeeper, and made ac- 
counting to nobody. He paid for what 
he got; but he paid his own price, and 
the remnants were hig to do with as 
he saw fit.

Anent the Stripling case, Dr. C. B. 
Wilmer, rector of St. Luke's Episcopal 
Church, in communication to The 
Constitution, arraigns Georgia’s meth- 
ods of dealing with crime. Dr. Wil- 
mer’s card ig as follows: 


Editor Constitution: Whatever may be 
the right thing to do about Thomas Ed- 
gar Stripling, it will be a great pity if 
advantage is not taken of the case to 
bring up the whole question here in 
Georgia of our method of dealing with 
criminals. 

One fact should be noted at the out- 
set. At the time Stripling was con- 
victed there was no .opportunity af- 
forded in our penitentiary, nor is such 
opportunity now afforded, of applying 
the principle of the indeterminable 
sentence. Had Stripling been sen- 
tenced to a penitentiary conducted on 
the reformatory plan, managed by ex- 
perts, to whose judgment the question 
was to be submitted when a prisoner 
could safely be restored to society, and 
had Stripling, under these conditions, 
made his own escape, there would not 
be how in any intelligent person's 
mind any question that he ought to 
be made to undergo his sentence. There 
would have been no excuse for his tak- 
ing the matter of parole into his own 
hands; and the question would not, 
in any event, have to be decided by 
the public. You have wisely called 
attention to the fact of the public’s 
hopeless disagreement in the premises. 


Favors “Golden Rule.” 


No intelligent observer of our meth- 
ods of dealing with crime and crim- 
inals can fail to be of the . opinion 
that, whatever good we may be doing 
in the way of deterring people in gen- 
eral from the commission of crime 
(and there is no way of estimating 
that), we are unquestionably doing an 
immense deal of harm here in Geor- 
gia and in most parts of the civilized, 
not to speak of the uncivilized, world. 
We are arresting thousands of first 
offenders, when experience has shown, 
as in Cleveland, Ohio, that their ar- 
rest is unnecessary and starts many 
on a criminal career. We are arrest- 
ing and convicting thousands who 
might be saved by the probation sys- 
tem; by freeing them under a sus- 
pended sentence and giving them an 
opportunity to “make good”—a better 
opportunity even than a reformatory 
and certainly better than a jail or 
penitentiary, where all the influences 
are evil, and evil only. 

We are freeing prisoners who havé 
“served thelr time,” a time fixed on the 
absurd idea that “punishment should 
fit the crime,” instead of the discipline 
fitting the prisoner and thus giving 
back to society men who are prac- 
ticaly certain to continue their crim- 
inal careers. 

What physician would sentence a pa- 
tient with the smallpox to a hospital 
for a fixed number of days, regardless 
of his condition, at the termination 
of that period? Is there any worse 
wisdom in turning loose on a helpless 
community criminals of the deepest 
die to continue their nefarious work? 


Fitness for Freedom. 


And on the other hand, if a prisoner 
is reasonably certain of making a 
good citizen, why not give him the 
opportunity? Experts who in this mat- 
ter (and I do not claim to be one) hold 
that “not retribution, but fitness for 
freedom is the only legitimate end of 
imprisonment, and this fitness for free- 
dom should be determined, not by the 
public, not even by judges of criminal 
courts, but by experts trained in the 
business, and given every opportunity 
of forming a just judgment. 

I have not space to discuss the whole 
question of reformatory discipline in 
connection with the indeterminate 
sentence, but it may be well to point 
out that reformatory methods do rot 
exclude the inflection of what is 
called punishment only. It is designed 
to be disciplinary,and such discipline is 
actually more deterrent than mere suf- 
fering. 

Speaking quite generally, the idea 
that a “murderer fourteen years ago 
is a murderer fourteen years older,” is 
a strange sentiment to come from a 
preacher of a gospel based on the pos- 
stbility of a man’s repenting of his 
sins, and “making good,’ {s contrary to 
the facts in at least some cases. On 
the other hand the idea that a man 
ought to be pardoned when he has 
“made an atonement to society,” is be- 


side the mark. The new penology 
| asks: “Has a man demonstrated his 
fitness for pardon?” 


Purgatories; Not Hells. 


I am not arguing for or against 
Stripling’s pardon. I am trying to di- 
rect attention to a new way, based 
On new (yet old) pr€nciples of deal- 
ing with crime and criminals that 
has already been productive of much 
good. I[ am saying that all places of 
punishment should be purgatories and 
not hells—save for the incorrigible 
man who turns what is meant for 
his improvement, fYs discipline, into 
punishment, and a punishment ‘that 
ought to continue as long as he re- 
Mains in that state of mind. 

It may be well to point out tn this 
connection, however, that the applica- 
bility of the indeterminate sentence to 
cases of wilful murder is gravely ques- 
tioned by advocates of the new pe- 
nology. 

Says Mr. Eugene Smith, president of 
the Prison Association of New York: 

“The prognosis that the prisoner is 
so cured that he will not again commit 
crime is a human judgment probably 
true,” and “the fact that the pris- 
oner has wantonly committed murder 
in a sudden outburst of passion gives 
good reason to fear that, under the 
Same, or a greater provocation, he may 
repeat the crime; and it is a crime of 
such frightful and irreparable injury 
that the public ought to be guarded 
from every probable Wanger of it. The 
possibility of its repetition by the pris- 
oner outweighs the probability of its 
correctness in the decision of the court 
of parole. The risk is too great to 
be prudently taken.” 


Overcome Evi] With Good. 


Tt may indeed be said that in Strip- 
ling’s case, the prisoner has proved 
that he may be trusted not to commit 
murder again. If he has, that is cer- 
tainly a most weighty consideration in 
his favor. But, on the other hand, that 
assertion is denied and he is charged, 
not judicially. but still charged with 
having a@tually committed the same 
crime again, more than once. 

It is almost too plain to need point- 
ing out that if there is any ground 
for suspicion of such a thing the mat- 
ter should receive attention at the 
hands of a grand jury. That is not 
&® matter that can be settled by news- 
papers or preachers or correspondents, 
wee ot ape é‘ 

ut whatever the facts ma tur 
out to be in this case, advantage ought 
to be taken of the public mind being 


ion along the lines of a new method 
of dealing with crime and criminals 
that has proven, when tried. more 
just, more humane, more effective. 
Society should be firm but not. vin- 
dictive and should learn that “demons 
cannot be cast out by Beelzebub,;” that 
we must “aqvercome evil with good:

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PASS THE FLY SCREEN ORDINANCE. 


The fly screen ordinance introduced in council last Monday is 
neither too stringent nor too sweeping, in the opinion of Dr. J. P. 
Kennedy, the city health officer, and should be passed without the 
dotting of an i or the crossing of a t. 

It is more important to guard the lives and the health of the 
people from the danger of eating food products contaminated by 
contact with stable-raised flies than to save a few dollars to street 
peddlers. 

Some provision for nets or other protection for fruit exposed 
on fruit stands or street peddlers’ wagons is just as necessary as 
for the butchers’ and grocers’ products to be screened from the 
flies. 

The. street peddlers’ goods receive enough accumulation of 
microbe-bearing filth from the dust of the street, without being 
further polluted by contact with the microbe-bearing feet of ty- 
phoid flies. ; 

Nets would protect the street merchants’ wares from both these 
sources of disease and infection. 

The ordinance introduced in council simply provides that the 
butcher, the grocer and peddler shall exercise, on their part, the 
same care that the wise householder does after food products 
reach his premises, and protect it from swarms of flies that de- 
posit the muck of the streets in the food of the family. 

That is neither an unreasonable demand nor will it require an 
excessive expenditure by any merchant. 

The people themselves, taking the tip from/ the insistent warn- 
ings of the health officers of the city, Seale hacanian their houses 
from the summer pests which annually spread the infection that 
results in an untold number of deaths the country over. 

Dr. Kennedy, Dr. Smith, the city bacteriologist, and the board 
of health are to be strongly commended for their earnestness and 
zeal in prosecuting a vitally necessary but disagreeable and thank- 
less task. 


‘HOG RAISING IN BROOKS. 


Brooks county may be termed the land where the ham trees 
grow, for the farmers of that county are steadily engaged in con- 
verting peanut vines into the finest peanut-flavored porkers raised 
in Georgia. 

A news dispatch printed elsewhere today tells of the interest-. 
ing plan of J. W. Spain in raising fine hogs. 

His methods and success might be duplicated with profit in a 
large number of other counties of the state. 

While Brooks has won wide recognition as the home of the 
Georgia ham, its success in this venture is based upon conditions 
which prevail generally-over south and middle Georgia. 

There is hardly a farm in any part of the state, however, north, 
middle or south Georgia, where hogs cannot be raised every year 
to furnish meat for the table and supplement the family income. 

It takes a little nerve, and a little capital, and some steady in- 
dustry to convert acorns and peanuts into pork chops, but when it 
is done, the returns are very satisfying. 

Intelligent farming spells the difference between success and

A few hogs will help to feed the farmer’s family, to enable the 
family to live at home, to help educate his children and pay his 
debts.

DOWN IN OUST 
CHINA WILL CO 


All Demands of Russia 
Will Be Granted. 


Today the Celestial Empire 
Will Yield on Every Point. 
Indications That Japan Is 
Preparing to Act Should the 
Situation Become Serious, 


Pekin, March 26.—China is not pre- 
pared to antagonize Russia completely, 
and as a result of prolonged confer- 
ences the Chinese foreign office today 
assured the Russian minister, M. 
Korostovetz, that China will acquiesce 
unreservedly on Monday to the de- 
mands made in the Russian ultimatum 
concerning the provisions ofthe treaty 
of 1881. Rus. + insisted wpon an an- 
swer before Tur. ‘ay. 

It ig generally considered that there 
was no alternative course, in view of 
China's utter unpreparedness for war. 
Intense interest is being ynanifested in 
the attitude of Japan, which is ob- 
viously holding entirely aloof, al- 
though more powerful than ever at 
Pekin. 

Russia Fears Paper Promises. 

While the issues between China and 
Russia almost have been obliterated 
»by the recent series of ultimatumg and 
theoretically insufficient cause for oc- 
cupadtion, Russia apparently fears that 
she could obtain only paper promises, 
which the Chinese would not observe 
unless intimidated. Russians here 
point out that they have less now in 
the way of concessions from China 
than when the treaty was signed. 

Some sections of the legation quar- 
ter ridicule Russia for not following 
in the first instance the recent ex- 


ing territory and awaiting Chinese 
readiness to discuss the contested 
points. But it is recognized that Rus- 
Sia by failing to do this has shown 
that she does not possess aggressive 
designs. 

The Chinese newspapers, which are 
intensely ignorant of foreign affairs, 
are very hostile against Great Britain, 
which they accuse of beginning the 
present land grab, and they prophesy 
that both Japan and France will not 
be long in following suit. 

Japan Ready to Aet. 

Reports from Harbin say the Russian 

railroad has refused to transport sev- 
eral carloads of arms and ammunition 
destined for Chinese garrisons on the 
frontier. From elsewhere in Manchuria 
come indications of Japanese readiness 
to invest South Manchuria, should the 
Russian investment in the north as- 
sume a serious aspect. 
In a recent issue, The Pekin Daily 
News, in an editorial evidently in- 
spired by the Chinese foreign board, 
declared that China would not submit 
to the so-called aggression of various 
powers, and that she would not sign 
away her national rights, which must 
be taken from her. Whether this was 
only a threat intended to assist China’s 
diplomacy tomorrow should show.

Hog Raising Enables South 


Georgia Farmers. to 


Prosper, 


By W. A. Hassell. 

Quitman, Ge., March 26.—(Special.)— 
There never was a county in Georgia 
more alive to fits natural resources than 
the county of Brooks, called throughout 
the state the “hog and hominy” county. 

J. W. Spain, @ prominent citizen of 
Quitman, has the following to say in 
regard to the method applied by him to 
the raising of his hogs on Buckhead 
farms: 

“In the spring of the year, when the 
pigs are very yoting, they, with their 
mother, are put in rye fields for a few 
months, and then are taken off the rye 
and put in pens built with slip gaps 
large enough for the younger ones to 
get out. They are fed on cooked 
cracked corn or potatoes, the idea of 
such diet being to force them to a rapid 
growth. In the early spring they are 
taken from the rye fields and marked, 
then they are put In mulberry orchards, 
and are only fed enough corn to keep 
them in healthy condition. 

“When the spring oat crop is har- 
vested they are put in the field to get 
the scattered grain, and they not only 
get this, but thousands of blackberries 
that grow on the terraces and about the 
fences. At this @me there has not been 
any undue effort to put on any fat, the 
principle reason for such treatment 
making them forage to get grain and 
grasses. At this period they have de- 
veloped bones and lambs large enough 
to take on an extra amount of fat at 
the next period of their lives. This 
brings them on to the spring or sum- 
mer, when they are put on the early or 
Spanish peanut. To one who has never 
seen any peanut before, but have been 
accustomed to clover, a casual observa- 
tion in passing a field would make them 
think they had come upon a field of 
clover in a section where it is least ex- 
pected. The vines are relished by the 
pigs, as well as the nut, but it is the 
nut that gives them that delicious nutty 
taste that 14 appreciated so much by the 
connoisseur.

gathering of the corn there is, of course, 
some grain left in the fields, so there is 
a liberal ration of corn as well as pea- 
nuts, and, too, there is generally a good 
crop of beggar weeds, so the pigs have 
a splendid green forage, the corn hav- 
ing a tendency to firm up the fat, while 
the peanuts continually add to the deli- 
clous quality of the meat. 

“Some who do not care so much for 
quality plant the peanut solid, but there 
is not enough grain then to give the 
nuts a proper ration as is desired. The 
best way is to plant one row of corn 
and one row of peanuts. This system is 
often referred to by local farmers as a 
row of bread and a row of meat, and, 
while maybe not expected from gulf 
farmers, is a more refined phrase for 
‘hog and hominy.’ The hogs after this 
are in splendid condition, and so fat 
they can hardly get about. 

“Sometimes for a week or ten days 
before killing they are given corn with- 
out any peanuts, this tending to make a 
harder lard than is possible otherwise. 

Hog-Killing Time. 

“A hog-killing time is simply in 
other words a good time, for this means 
spare ribs, back bones, sausage, souce 
and hogshead cheese, baked sweet po- 
tatoes, new cane syrup and corn meal 
batter cakes, for all these come along 
in the early winter. It is useless to try 
to describe a hog killing, for this must 
be seen and enjoyed to be truly appre- 
clated. 

“The carcasses are dressed, cut up 
and salted before all animal heat is out 
of the meat so the salt will take bet- 
ter, the meat is then left out in the 
open to chill thoroughly, and next 
morning is packed in large refrigera- 
tors built for this purpose. In these 
refrigerators there is place tons of 
ice and the temperature is kept down 
to 40 degrees eight or ten weeks, until 
the meat is cured. These refrigerators 
are not so very expensive, and with 
them there is no fear of loosing meat 
on account of warm spells. 

“The meat, when cured, is taken out 
of the salt, washed off and covered 
with syrup, pepper, etc., and hung up 
in the smokehouse until ready for mar- 
ket. The smoking is very important, 
different ones using different kinds of 
wood, but green hickory, over all oth- 
er woods, gives a tang to meat, either 
hams, shoulders or bacon, that just 
harmonizes with the flavor from the 
peanuts.” 

This is the method used by J. W. 
Spain, owner of Buckhead farms, but 
is not essentially different from hun- 
dreds of other farmers where the in- 
dustry has become -one of prime im- 
portance.

REV. J. W. HAM PREACHES 


“Beloved, in the absence of Dr. 
Broughton tonight, who, as you know, 
was called to Raleigh last night to at- 
tend the fumera] of his brother, who 
died very suddenly, I desire to bring to 
you a message on ‘The Problem of 
Sin,’” said Rev. J. W. Ham, at the 
‘Tabernacle last night. 

“It need hardly be said here that sin 
fs lawlessness. Upon that, we all agree. 
In its final analysis, sin is related to 
God. It is my earnest desire to press 
home that truth this evening. We are 
all conscioug that sin is related to us 
individually and collectively. 

“But, because we only go thie far, 
we hive lost the deepest definition of 
sin. You recall in David's confession, 
following his downfall, his clear con- 
ception of the enormity of his sin. It 
was against God. Eliminate the idea of 
God and the possibility of sin is in- 
stantly removed. Sin would become an 
abstraction in that case; whereas the 
fact is sin is personal offense against 
a personal being with whom we have 
love relations; so transgression ig the 
breaking of God’s heart and the pro- 
duction of sorrow of soul with Him 
as well as with the transgressor. The 
necessity of the atonement rests upon 
the fact of sin in the present tense. 
The emphasis characterizing the 
preaching of the past centuries has been 
laid upon the doctrine of original sin. 
The preaching of the atonement of 
the present day is dealing with sin as 
a present experience, and by the atone- 
ment is offering a present salvation. 
It is proclaiming delivery from the 
wrath to come by the incorporation 
into one’s life the expulsive power of 
the atonement to deliver one from the 
sin of the present. Just as certainly as

his power to originate sin. Sin is not 
only something born in him, but some- 
thing done by him. 


Il—Preseat Day Tendency. 

“The present day tendency is to 
weaken the sense of sin. The cause may 
lie in the fact that we have been 
swinging away from the sovereignty 
of God over to the Fatherhood. It 
may sound paradoxical, but I have 
often found where sin is feared less 
it is often hated most, provided the 
fear is gauged by the emotional fac- 
ulty. The emotional side no longer 
carries an overwhelming sense of guilt; 
however, the present day scientific 


teaching is proclaiming the fact of the 


opposition of sin to divine order and 
its inevitable punishment. 

“In opposition to this teaching we 
find the agency that has caused this 
weakening sense of sin to be the ma- 
jority of the novels and writings of so- 
olologists, who deal with sin as a sort 
of moral deformity that can easily be 
cured by change of environment. A 
gigantic failure was recently witnessed 
in the attempt on the part of some 
professors of this school of thought, 
who brought over’from Africa quite 
@ number of men from the Cannibal 
regions. They were matriculated and 
graduated from a university. Not once 
during their stay was the fact of 
God’s redemptive method presented to 
them. Environment minus God was all 
that wag offered them. They were 
returned to Africa to change the en- 
vironment and lives of their fellow 
beinge—dismal failure. In less than 
twelve months they were practicing 
again Cannibalistic vices. Theosophy 
and pantheistic cults attempt to 
whittle sin down to a vanishing point, 
and it remains for Christian Science to 
step in with its age-long heresy, 
adorned with new collars and cuffs, to 
say in its Miscellaneous Writings, on 
nage 286: 

“To call sin real and man a sinner. 
needing a Savior, is an illusion.’ The 
Statement has not the merit of logic. 
If sin be not real. a savior is unneces- 
sary. Minimizing of sin cheapens the 
work of redemption. Sin is the most 
patent fact with which we have to 
deal—the darkest experience in the 
human race, the root of all the world’s 
tragedies. Mr. Stripling, who so much 
deserves a pardon, has been made to 
feel in these weeks the truth of this 
statement: ‘Sin has its own reward.’ 
It pays off in installments and always 
pays up finally and fully. Lady Mac- 
beth, walking in her sleep after the 
murder of Duncan, goes through the 
motion of washing her hands, saying, 
‘Out. damned spot! Out, I say!’ Upon 
its failure to come out, she exclaims, 

“Here is the smell of blood still and 
all the perfume of Arabia will not 
sweeten this little hand, Oh! Oh! Oh!’ 
The late Prof. William James, the re- 
nowned psychologist, reduced the res- 
idue of religion to two things: ‘Some- 
thing wrong about us as we naturaily 
stand and a sense that we are saved 
by making connection by higher pow- 
ers.’ Yea, verily! something wrong, 
centrally, radically wrong! It is the 
breaking of the main spring of the 
watch, the disablement of the ship's 
engine. The sense of wrong universal, 
it is dim and hazy, the moral con- 
sciousness is drowsy. The conviction 
of sin needs to be brought home by the 
revelation of sinlessness, suffering for 
ain, and it is this universal conscious- 
ness of wrong that the atonement 
faces and proposes to answer by put- 
ting right the wrong and establishing 
a new sense of relationship freeing 
him from the condemnation and rein- 
forcing himself against himself. 

Ill—The How, 

“The atonement is set in living per- 
sonal relation; the relation of God to 
His child is not a legal, but a vital 
one. Man has too long been led to 
look upon the Kinghood of God to 
the exclusion of Fatherhood. The uni- 
versal cry today is, ‘Show us the 
Father.’ In the act of the atonement 
Fatherhood and not Kinghood is cen- 
tral. The primary object is the salva- 
tion of man. Governmental relations 
are subordinated here. 

"In the story of the prodigal son, 
we have the father’s restoration of an 
erring son to his rightful relation- 
ship. Between the lines we may read 
years of agonizing over the son’s lost 
condition ang relation. The Cross sup- 
plies what is left out in this story; 
namely, the divine self-action, going 
out after man, seeking to restore him 
to the consciousness of sonship and 
&@ recognition of filial relationship, 
which is closer than that of a subject 
to a king. God is now separated from 
man by character, but allieq to him 
by ilove. 

“*Wherefore in all things it be- 
hooveth him to be made like unto his 
brethren, that he might be a merciful 
and faithful high priest in things per- 
taining to God to make reconciliation 
for the sins of his people.’—Heb. ii: 17. 

“The reconciliation of man. revolves 
around three factors: A Heavenly 
Father, an erring child and a Vivine 
Son, and around these three person- 
alities the drama of redemption is 
seen: the relationship of each is vital’ 
to the other to the completion of the 
happiness of all.”

“The tariff, if 
a horizontal reduction is made, is only 
one feature of the constructive legtsia- 
tion the people are looking for, and 
expect. By constructive legislation, I 


mean good, wholesome laws that will — 


benefit all classes of people without 
doing injustice to any.” 


About the Contempt Case. 


Mr. Gompers was asked about the 
contempt case against him and Secre- 
tary Frank Morrison. He said the case 
was now pending in the supreme court. 
Mr. Gompers and Mr. Morrison, it will 
be remembered, published official state- 
ments from the federation, which 
placed on the “unfair list” the Buck 
Stove Company, which employed non- 
union labor. This was done after the 
court had issued an injunction. They 
were held in contempt, and sentenced 
to imprisonment, but were allowed 
their liberty pending an appeal to the 
supreme court. In the meantime the 
stove company has adjudicated its dif. 
ferences with the federation, and is 
now employing union labor. The gov- 
ernment, however, ts now behind the 
contempt case. 

“There is nothing,” 
“that I can say which is new about 
the case. I am not losing any sleep 
over it. It is possible that Mr. Morri- 
son and I may have to serve a sentence 
for contempt, so we are here now 
making all arrangements for our big 
convention so if we are locked up next 
November the meeting can go along 
without wus.’ 

Mr. Gompers smiled when he said 
this, but his keen eyes snapped as he 
spoke.

DD. P. Coogile, Oglethorpe, Ga.—lI 
have had me some fertilizers made up 
as follows and will very much ap- 
preciate it if you will kindly advise 
me, using the inclosed stamped en- 
velope, what it will analyze, viz: 

1,000 pounds 16 per cent acid. 

666 pounds 7% per cent cotton seed 
meal. 

‘334 pounds 12 

In replying I wish 
kindly advise me as to how much of 
this formula vou would recommend in 
order to make a bale of cotton to the 
acre on ordinary land, sandy with clay 
subsoll, where I have heretofore only 
been making a bale to about three 
acres. Would also be gliad to know 
your sugsmestions as to putting It 
down, whether all at one time or at 
different times, and when. 

Answer-——The mixture stated would 
analyze about &:75—2.08——2.42. I can- 
not say how much of such a mixture 
would be required to produce such 
an increase in the vield as would make 
up a bale per acre. Under ordinary 
circumstances and with average con- 
tions you might safely count on an 
increase in the yield of 75 to 100 
pounds of seed cotton per each 100 
pounds of fertilizer. This woulq mean 
in your case not less than 1,000 pounds 
per acre. This amount I would put 
in the ground and bed on.a week or 
two before planting time, dividing the 
total amount between the bedding 
furrow and one or both the listing 
furrows Appiv-.

It is evidently unusually 
deficient in nitrogen and possibly aiso 
potash. Your proposed formula of 264 
pounds 14 per cent acid, 100 pounds 
cotton seed meal and 30 pounds of mu- 
riate of potash would analyze about 
9.00—2.12—5.00, should answer very 
well for cotton on the sandy soils of 
Thomas county. I believe I would sub- 
stitute 120 pounds of kainit in place 
of the 30 pounds of muriate. This 
would bring down the grade of the 
mixture, but would preserve the same 
proportions. I am afraid you do not 
apply enough of the fertilizer. If you 
shall substitute the kainit as sugges'i- 
ed, I would apply about 600 pounds 
per acre and bed on it now as soon 
as possible. I also would apply about 
25 pounds of nitrate of soda per acre 
in. the furrow with the seed or on top 
of the just covered seed. Plant neither 
very early nor very late and use the 
best seed you can get.

G. G. G. Newnan, Ga—We have

Some one claims that in spacing his 
cotton he left his rows five feet wide 
with two stalks in a hill 21-2 feet 
apart, he made a gain of from 5 to 10 
per cent more cotton than by leaving 
one stalk. What experience, if any, 
have you with his way of leaving two 
stalks to a hill? We will space our 
5 foot rows and 21-2 feet, leaving one 
stalk in a place. 

Would you advise sowing oats in- 
stead of. rye in cotton in 
cover crop? This cotton 
tilized with 1,000 pounds per acre of 
10-5-3 goods, the land broke 12 to 14 
inches deep. We thought if didn't get 
killed we might get a good crop of 
oats (which are more valuable 
rye) and if they were killed we 
plow under as a cover crop. 

Answer: Some farmers claim benefit 
from fmterillage of open furrow oats.

Could be 
pulled back to place now OF could it 
be cured in any way? 

Answer—It does not clearly appear 
just what is the condition of your 
colt’s leg. In the condition called 
“stifled” the leg is stretched out 
straight to the rear and it is impos- 
sible for the animal to flex (bend) it 
and bring it forward to its usual posi- 
tion. The patella (or kneecap), the 
round loose bone that lies immediately 
in front of the stifle joint, should be 
located, that is, ascertain in waat post- 
tion it is with reference to the joint. 
It may be it has slipped around t% 
the instde next to the body. Slip a 
rope round under the-fetlock and pull 
the leg forcibly forward. This will 
tend to loosen the tendons and liga- 
ments and permit the patella to be 
forced into its proper position in front 
of the stifle joint. If successful in 
‘replacing the patella, then keep the 
colt in a loose box stall, apply hot 
water fomentations several times 2@ 
day. Follow each fomentation with a 
good liniment, well rubbed in. Possi- 
bly a blister rubbed on the front and 
outside of the joint and repeated as it 
gets well for some weeks may tone 
up the tissues so as to hold the pa- 
tella in its proper place. If the patella 
has slipped to the inside it is because 
the ligaments that should hold it huve 
been ruptured and the case is hope- 
less. 


CORN—"THE LARGEST POSSIBUP 
YIELD.” 


E. G. Neal, .Bohler, Ga.—My Sa- 
vannah river bottom land is broken 
about 7 or: 8 
two-horse plow. It makes a good- 
sized stalk. I want to make the larg- 
est possible yield per acre this year, 
and I should be pleased to have you 
tell me when and how to plant, the 
kind, grade and amount of fertilizer 
to use, the kind of corn to plant and 
the methods of cultivation. 

I wish to know the same about dark 
jwaney land with clay subsoil. 

Would it pay me to plant velvet 
beans and soy beans twenty-five miles 
above Augusta, Ga., on the Savannah 
river?. If so, when and how planted, 
fertilized and cultivated? 

Answer.—I cannot do better than to 
refer you to my reply to a similar 
question published in the Tri-Weekly 
of March 6, and suggest that you fol- 
low the suggestions therein given in 
the main. I take it that you mean 
what you say when you write, “I want 
to make the largest possible yield per 
acre.”’ Now the “largest possible yield” 
of course is not necessarily a profit- 
able yield, and in many cases such a 
yield would be less profitable than a 
smaller. Let me quote a sentence in 
my reply above referred to: “I cannot 
say how much the yield would, be. No 
man may, with any more certainty 
than a guess carries with it. I be- 
lieve in securing large yields, but the 
part of true wisdom is to inorease the 
general average yield of the entire 
crop area by up-to-date methods—a 
regular system, including rotation of 
crops, begins, small grain, home-fraised 
manures in connection with a judicious 
and even liberal use of concentrated 
fertilizers, deep and thorough prepara- 
a high grade seed, rapid cultiva- 
tion.” 

The same methods, both of prepara- 
tion, fertilibers and cultivation apply 
to both kinds of land. 

Soybeans—even the late varieties— 
will succeed wherever cotton will suc- 
ceed. Plant just as you would -cow- 
peas—preferably in drills. Velvet 
beans are of doubtful expediency so 
far north as 25 miles above Augusta, 

SOYBEANS. 

W. M. E., Guitman, Ga.—I have not 
seen any thing said about soybeans 
lately in The Constitution. 

I have one peck of mammoth yellow 
soja bean. I want to plant for hog 
and cow pasture. I want to plant for 
corn. I understand they don’t stay in 
the pod like the velvet bean. I want 
to plant so as they will be ready for 
pasture when I gather the corn, in 
October. When should I plant them 
and how long will it take them to ma- 
ture after planting. I understand my 
beans are an early variety. 

Answer.—The mammoth yellow fs a 
standard variety of soybean and is the 
most popular in the South, but it is 
not an early variety, but, on the con- 
trary, is a late one, requiring about 
130 days to mature from date of plant- 
ing to ripe beans. It is a peculiarity 
of all varieties of soybeans to shed the 
seeds very soon after the pods are 
thoroughly dry, especially if the 
weather is dry and hot. 

I have not heard of any satisfactory

D. D., Georgiana, Ala.—There’s a ru- 
mor going in this country that nitrate 
of soda if used on the same land three 
years in suceession will exhaust the 
soi] so ars it will not produce any- 
thing On the fourth year with or with- 
out fertilizing. I am aware that you 
are familiar with all the effects that 
| nitrate of soda has on sof] and crops; 
'also as you have been recommending 

its use for the past 
years. Any advice from you on the 
(subject would be much appreciated. 

Answer—Don't be afraiq of nitrate 
of soda. which is among the purest and 
| least injurious of fertilizers. If a 
farmer should use nothing but nitrate 
_0f soda (surely no one would be so 
unwise as to do that) the soil would 
' soon fail to respong to its application 
and would grow poorer every year 
just as if no nitrate were used. But 
nitrate of soda is not of itself harm- 
ful in the least. If you should feed a 
child or a pig or any animal on noth- 
ime but sugar it would die in a few 
weeks, but it would not be the fault 
of the sugar, but because the sugar 
| diq not supply the necessary ingredi- 
,} ents for producing healthy growth and 
continuing life. So with nitrate of 
soda, it supplies only: nitrogen and 
soda—no phosphoric acid nor potash. 


LICE ON VINES AND BUGS ON POTA-

Answer—lI have often advised that 
where a soil is known to induce a too 
luxuriant growth of “weed” and fails 
to produce a corresponding yield of 
grain, or seed cotton, that the fact of 
such failure is due to an excess of 
nitrogen in the soil, or, what amounts 
to the same thing, a deficiency of phos- 
phoric acid. In such cases I have long 
advised that the cotton seed meal, or 
whatever ingredient is used tosupply 
nitrogen, should be reduced in amount, 
more or less, according to the farm- 
er’s judgment. So I would cut down 
the meal to one-half the amount, or 
less. This course was advised in the 
article on “Fertilizer Formulas” in the 
issue of The Constitution of January 
9 Such land does not need stable ma- 
nue and its use only aggravates the 
trouble. It is probable that it would be 
well to ues no cotton seed meal, and no 
nitrate of soda.
